At C street and Second avenue,

At First avenue and Ninth

Mach group will be led to the 
intersection by Boy Scouts, car- 
rying a lighted torch. Each 
singer is also asked to bring 
flashlights to be used in lighting 
the way to the central group. 
Each group will start to the 
center on a signal from the di- 
rector, singing as it aproiches 
the intersection. In the order 
listed above, the groups will par- 
ticipate in the singing march to 
the center.

Only Few Cities in Southland W 





Higher Buiiding and Rainfall 
Total for Season 

Only five cities in Southern 
California have a larger No- 
vember building permit total 
than does Upland. 

Onlv four other communities 
in the southland have received 
more rainfall since July 1 than 
has Upland. 

Records of southland cities 
were compiled recently by the 
Los Angeles Times. 

In the building figures, the 
cities were listed on the basis 
of the totals. Ahead of Upland 
in the list were Los Angeles, 
San Diego, Hollywood, West 
Les Angeles and Huntington 
Park. Immediately below Up- 
land in the list in the order 
named were Long Beach, Bev- 
erly Hills, Santa Ana, May- 
wocd, Compton, Huntington 
Beach and Glendale. 

In other words this commun- 
ity of 5000 people saw more 
building start last month than 
did cities many times larger. 

Previously The Upland News 
announced the figures indicat- 
ing considerable building here. 
The current listing of all the 
cities places Upland for the 
first time, it is believed, near 
the top of the southland cities. 
cities.
